God, Beverlee guides the reader past belief in acceptance and repentance. She 
insists, logically, that God loves the people on earth as his own children, and 

that each carries his spirit inside. Acceptance of God as the time father, she 
says, leads one to accept prayer as merely a mans of conversation with him. Though 
your President is far from religious, 1 recomend Mrs. Houles book to anyone who is 
serious about studying hew aspects cf religion.
